As the German offensive Is placed In perspec­ 
tive, It becomes more clearly a tactical detail, 
without great strategic Importance. T h at Is, It 
does not alter the prospect of G erm any’s defeat. 
It is a part of the ebb and flow of a great battle, 
not a battle in itself.

HERE is a Buck Rogers quality to the 
airborne rocket that has led this highly 
effective projectile to be considered as a 
secret weapon, notwithstanding its World 
War I genesis. First used in its present 
form on Russian storm planes early in 
1942 for panzer busting, the rocket 
proved so murderous that the Nazis 
speeded up their own development of the 


weapon and employed it on Luftwaffe 
lighters to combat AAP and RAF bomb­ 
ers last Summer. Britain and the U. S. be­ 
gan using aerial rocket projectiles shortly 
afterward, on a larger scale than ever be­ 
fore, and with greater efficacy. Recently, 
tiny grasshopper planes rocketed into the 
fight with infantry bazookas fastened to 
their wings and bagged five Nazi tanks. 
But the air rocket is of 1915 vintage. The 
French used signal rockets of 5-inch 


diameter, placing them in tubes wired to 
the struts of the famed Nieuport fighters 
and firing them from the cockpit by an 
electric fuse similar to the spark plug de­ 
vice used by 1944 rocketeers. Known as 
Fuse ens, these craft fired German obser­ 
vation balloons in low-altitude sweeps. 
The success of this tactic was evidenced 
by the several Fuseen squadrons oper­ 
ating early in 1918. Modern design gives 
today’s rocket more accuracy, impact.
